But yeÞ 
there are not many that have made uſe of this Method , Tye firſt 
Deſizner of it, being taken away, as #s ſaid in his life, before He 
had arcompliſh't what He intended, was followed by DoZfor Wallis 
apon anther Catechiſm : Door Comber, and (1 think) He a- 
bne followed him upon this + yet He by deſigning jo much brevity 
and altogether omitting the Scripture proofs hath left room for a 
Jurther Eſſay.
